DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


Jacques & Hay's Factory again destroyed, 
Five Lives Lost! Thirty five Thou- 
sand Pounds worth of Property destroyed, 


About a year and a half ago, the great 
cabinet factory of Messrs. Jacques & Hay, 
was burnt to tho ground, but almost im- 
mediately anew and Jarger fabric was 
raised upon its ruins, filled with machinery 
and material, and peopled with workmen. 
At 3 o'clock yesterday the establishment 
was in fall-and successful operation—three 
hundred people labouring in their yarious 
departments, aided y all the appliances 
which ingenuity and skill could devise; and 
in an hour afterwards it was a heap of ruins 
—buildings, machinery, and stock destroy- 
ed, and the living occupants compelled to 
flee for their lives, leaving five of their 
fellows overwhelmed amidst the flames. 
Tho rapidity with which the flames rushed 
from one floor to the other and licked up 
all in their way set at defiance all human 
effort; except a few chests of tools and 
barrels of oil and varnish, nothing of any 
yalue was saved from the element. The 
fire, it is believed, broke out in the drying 
room, thiaf\is, the chamber for drying lum- 
ber, which was situated immediately above 
tlio boiler, ina building attached to the 
southern end of the main structure and 
next to the water. ‘Tiere was a great deal 
of smoke at first, and the workmen made 
the usual efforts to put out tho ‘fire by 
buckets of water, but without success. Com- 
plete arrangements had been “ma‘le when 
the building was erected for the extinction 
of fire; water pipesfrom the works was laid on 
in‘every floor, and a coil of hose witha 
branch attached was kept ready to bo usea 
whenever the necessity occurred. Unfor- 
tunately, however, yesterday happened to 
be one of those days on which the neces- 
sities of our miserable Water Works com- 
pel the stoppage of the usual supply, and 
there was not a drop of water either in the 
pipes of the factory orin the hydrants when 
the firemen opened. Humanly speaking, 
there is no reason to doubt that if the 
water had been laid on, the parts affi 
mighthave been flooded, an 
tinguished ; itis to the di eful condi- 
tion of the works that we owe another 
great public and private calamity, It is

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
We commence the record of details un- 
der this melancholy title. The following 
are the names of those who hayo not been 
heard from, and who have without doubt 
perished in the building :— 

James Mins, a carver, whose residence 
is at the head of Spadina Avenue, and who 
eaves a wife and two children, He was 
a very spirited man—was seen on the sec- 
ond story in the middle of the fire, and is 
supposed to have gone up Stairs to save 
something, and to haye perished in the 
effort. 

Joux Warsos, cabinet-maker; was mar- 
ied, and had one child, 

Aynioyxy Extis, cabinet-maker ; had 
een married only a few days, 

Chances Daummonp, carver ; leaves a 
ife and family 

Ives Leovene, a Frenchman, carver; 
had been only a short time here. 

Rrewarp Cotrs and Tuomas Gonert, 
German, were supposed to be lost for a 
long time, but they were afterwards found 
to be safe.

Jousx Werter, « German ; jumped from 
the third story, and fell on his back ona 
jiece of wood. It is said that he walked to 
his boarding house on Centre Street, but 
fterwards complained much of his back, 
and was also much burned before he jump- 
ed. Is considered out of danger, 

Hexry Soumertat, a Gerinan, injured 
his foot very much by a leap from the sec- 
nd story—but was able to walk about yes- 
terday, howevor, with a little assistance. 
Frevetcx Lurz, also a German, hurt his 
foot a little by jumping from the second 
floor ; went to Buffalo, 

Joux Cotemas, residing on Sayer St., 
was dreadfully burned about the face, head, 
nd hands; he is, however, in a fair way 
to recover,

Among the few sayed wore Mr. Benton, 
late of the Montreal and Champlain Ruil- 
way, husband to Mrs. Benton, and father 
of one of the children (the two others bein 
under his eare);Mr. W.M. Handyside, 
purser, to whom we are indebted for these 
melancholy particulars, he having saved 
himself by clinging to the rudder, with 
two other men, for about an hour or moro, 
and was taken up by a fisherman from the 
wint. The mate, several hands, and others 
who abstained from entering the small-boat, | 
were saved by throwing themsclves into | 
the water, with planks and such other 
buoyant articles as presented themselves 
at the trying moment, While those men- 
tioned were clinging to the rudder, a keg 
of powder, which the purser had, in Mon- 
treal, carefully stowed in the forward part 
of the fore hold, exploded with a loud con- 
cussion, throwing quantities of the burning 
wood piled on the deck high into the air, 
and scattering it over the surface of the 
water. 

The schooner Mary Adelaide, Capt. Da 
vis, and the schooner Flying Cloud, Capt 
sat the time beating about the offing, 
astenod, with praiseworthy celerity, against 
ahead wind, to the burning vessel, and 
succeeded in rescuing those floating about 
in the water, who, we are instructed to say, 
are inexpressibly grateful for their king 
and humane treatment while on board their 
respective vessels. The two schooners con- 
tinued to beat about the track of the vessel 
until near daylight, but with no particular | 
result, 
The steamer Lady Elgin Captian Nos- | 
worthy ; and the steamer Wellington, it is| 
said, went.to the scene of disaster, but too 
late to render service, the schooners name 
having preceded them. ; 
The wind, as before stated, blew moder- 
ately down the lake, and the burning pro- 
peller slowly flouted down the channel with 
her stern to the wind, and was watched by 
4 number of people on the shore throughout 
the night, until her reduced hulk struck 
the ground at the point of Cedar Islanc 
about four o'clock, Friday morning: 
Mr. Handyside is of opinion that if the 
unfortunate persons had not been so precip- 
itate, and had shown more coolness under 
the circumstances, there was ample time to 
have n greater precautions, and they all 
might have been saved. 

Mr. Benton is a great sufferer, having, 
esides losing his wife and child, lost all 
his apparel, furniture and money, and is at 
this moment utterly penniless. Others are 
in a similarly helpless condition.

TERRIBLE CALAMITY ON LAKE I a1 


TUL “NORTHERN INDIANA” BURNED. 


Many Lives Loat/! 


We have already published a notice receiy- 
od by telograpl:, of tho burning of the stearm- 
cor Northern Indiana, on lier passage from 
Detroit to Toledo, on Thursday forenoon.— 
We have since received the following partic- 
ulars by the Buffalo papers of Friday 
ning, and one of Saturday morning, with 
which we are favored by Mr. Riggs, of the 
American 
Capt, Ral ¥ of the steamer Plymouth- 
Rock, arrived at Buflulo on Friday morning, 
and reported that ho hniled tho steamer Mis- 
sissippt bound to Detroit, a short time after 
sho left the scene of disaster. He noticed | 
the flags of the Mississippi at half mast, that 
her small boats were upon the cranes, and 
suspooted that something was wrong, Capt. 
talph checked his vessel, and brought her 
up as near to the Mississippi as possible, in 
order to ascertain what was the trouble.— 
At the time, he was on duty on the pil 
house, hs was Capt. Langley of the Miasiss- 
ippi, and amid the din and confusion which 
prevailed among the passengers of the latter 
boat, most of whom were taken from the 
wreck of the ill-fated vessel, could only learn 
that the fire originated about 11 o'clock, in 
the wood work of one ofthe chimneys. The 
flaines spread rapidly, and ere fifty minutes 
had elapsed, the Northern Indiana was 
borned to the water's edge. 
Mr. Wetmore, the first mate, who was on 
duty as Commander, in absence of Captain 
Pheatt, who has been confined for some time 
to his bed in Buffalo, by severe illness, exer- 
cised almost superhuman efforts to save the 
lives of all his passengers, and was the Jast 
one to leave the vessel. He stood nobly at 
his post, throwing cabin doors, life preser- 
vers, stools, pieces of plank, fenders, guards, 
and everything that would buoy up a person 
in the water, to the passengers, wlio were 
wild with excitement, and leaping overboard 
in masses, His men, too, were kept in per 
fect subjection during the fearful period, and 
but few exhibited any symptoms of insubor 
dination. The weuthor was ploasant at the 
timo of the accident, and a dead calin pre- 
vailed; and itis the opinion of Mr. Wetmore, 
that had the recklessness exhibited by some 
of tho passengers in leaping overboard, been 
avoided, nono would have been lost. Daring 
the exciting period, some of the firemen and 
deck hands launched one of the small boats, 
into which soveral jamped, and it is thonght 
Were drawn under the revolving wheels and 
were lost. Ofthe nawbernone were females 
however, 
Capt. Ralph informs us that when he hail- 
edtho Mississippi, the guards of the steamer 
was fairly black with human beings; shawls, 
Wlankets, and scarfs were wayed, and he was 
fairly deatened with cries of “tell So and So 


I an fe,” “be sure and let my wife know 
allis right,” &c., &e. But lie could not 


distinguish any one. Ie further states that 
the lake was covered with pieces of timber, 
and sections of the wreck, sufficient to/save 
twice tho number of passengers aboard of 
the Northern Indiana, The vessel was tow- 
ed into shore by the propeller Republic, and 
now lies in Pigeon Bay, justabove Point Au 
Pelee, in eight or tén feet of water. Her 
hull, it is thought, is entirely uninjured, and 
if the weather proves favourable, can be 
brought into port withont much difficulty. 
Tn regnrd to the number lost, Captain R. 
Sates, that from What he conld gather from 
the people on the Mississippi, tie number 
b'egraphed last evening is greatly exugverat- 
q, though the correct estimate canuot, at

A row of men was at once formed, and | 
buckets used to extinguish the flames, but 
they were unsuccessful, A Jarge number of 
persons were taken from the wreck slightly 
bruised, who made hairbreadth escapes from 
being burned to death. The farmers in. the 
vicinity rendered every assistance in their 
power, except oné man, who demanded $10 
for a waggon to gon mile for a physician, 

The locomotive Oohocksink, undér charge 
of Mr. Wm. Shultz, Superintendent of Motive 
Power went up atten o'clock, and brought 
down a portion of the dead and wounded, 

The seene, upon the arrival at Manstor 
street, beggars description—the fathers and 
mothers and relatives of the excurtionists 
having assembled there to the number of 
about 2,000, to learn the result of the dread- 
ful catastrophe. 

BIATEMENT OF MR. WM. SWAIM, 

Mr. W. Swaim was at Chestnut Hill, about 
three miies distant, when the disaster occur- 
red; he immediately hastened to the spot, 
and he fornishes us with the following par- 
ticulars of the eatastrophe, that came under 
his own observation :— 

The scene was one of the mostawfal I ever 
witnessed. Of five cars, nothing was left 
standing but the wheels, every bit of wood- 
work was totally destruyed. “A number of 
the dead were lying in a heap, so dreadfully 
burned that you could not tell whether they 
were men or women. Atnong those, was, it 
is believed, the Rev. Mr. Sheridan, priest of 
St. Michael's Church. He was with the ex- 
cursion party, and his body was not found, 

Under the ruins, the bodies of some fifteen 
or eighteen persons could be seen, No por- 
tion of them could be reached but their limbs 
—liore a Jeg protruded and there an arm or 
4 head could be discovered. The cars could 
be seen burning for o distance of four miles, 
and the Chesnut Hill fire-company hastened 
to the spot, and by their exertions in extin- 
guishing the flames, served materially in the 
work of reseuing the dead. 

The poople around the neighborhood has- 
toned to the dreadful scene, and by every 
means in their power, assisted in the relief 
of the wounded. Fortunately, there was a 
quantity of ice and ice cream on the train; 
this was given to the wounded; it refreshed 
them greatly.

Chesnut Hill, and Dr. Newbury of White 
Marsh, wero amongst the physicians who 
were early upon the spot, and who did every 
thing in their power to assist the wounded. 
There was but one house in the immediate 
vicinity, and this was thrown open to the 
reception of the sufferers. 

As tho train of baggage cars, sent up from 
the city, Spproacheed the spot, the scene beg- 
gared all description; some from the city 
who had friends on the excursion, jumped 
out before the train stopped, and songhit their 
friends, who, too often, were dead or horri- 
bly mutilated.. Their shrieks would mingle 
with those of thedying. Men left their 
work for riles around, and came to the spot 
and rendered ail the assistance in their pow- 
cr. Many were helping to remove the loco- 
motive, under which were many bodies; the 
heat was so intense that it was almost im- 
possible to render any assistance to those 
io the ruins.

DISMISSAL OF HOWE BY T

Either hasten- 
jing or delaying the execution of it will 
cause clicese of an inferior quality to be 
tnade of milk from which the best may be 
obtained. A dairy-maid is selected for 
skill, cleanliness, and strict attention to her 
business. 

Her work commences at four o'clock in 
the morning, and continues without inter- 
mission till bed-time. 
| Dairy-House—The dairy-house should 
| be kept ata temperature of between 50 and 
| 60 deg., and the dryer it is kept the better, 
as both milk and cream retain their swect- 
ness, much longer indy tlam in damp air. 
Eyery time, therefore, the dairy is washed, 
it is dried as quickly as possible.
